GENERAL REMARKS. 


We are pleased to report faithful work and good progress in the 
schools generally the past year. The attendance has been good 
and the scholars very punctual. We have sought diligently for 
good und experienced teachers, and when deemed expedient have 
given our home teachers the preference. Our school-rooms seem 
to have mnardequate furnishings, and we have purchased globes for 
each school excepting the North, Centre and Eaton, al of these 
beine previously supplied. The Center Div. under the instruction 
of Miss Florence N. Adams, of Warner, gave an entertainment. 
the proceeds of which furnished them with a fine clock, and nearly 
another week of school was added through the generosity of the 
eacher. This Division is particularly fortunate in the enjoyment 
and utility of nice furnishings, through theKaton Fund: Webster’s 
Interuational Dictionary with safety holder to preserve it, having 
been added this year. The presentation of the American flag by 
Mrs. Stinson, of Sutton, which floats over this school house adds 
much to inspire patriotism and loyalty among our scholars, and 
we Wish and hope other pupils in town will soov have the pleasure 
of seeing the Stars aud Stripes unfurled over their school house’s. 

We have had two hundred and seven weeks of school the past 
year. with an evrollment of one hundred and forty-five pupils. 

The number of children between five and fifteen years, by the 
enumeration iz April 1894, was one hundred: and seven, sixty-six 
boys forty-one girls. By order of State Sup’t. we have properly 
observed Arbor, Memoriak and Children’s Day, Our teachers by 
direction of State Supt. attended the Institutes for instruction as 
far as practicable. Our schools are of utmost importance and 
should be recognized as such. Obedience should be enforced ;. the 
law of order and systein should be cultivated ; the moral obligations 
and principles of justice, also the parliamentary rules of conduct 
public and private should be instructed; makeing our students
